A Story of the Russian 
» Revolution 


By DONALD CHAMBERLIN 


When I was a young man I was sent 
to St. Petersburg by my employers to 
establish a depot for the sale.of the 
phemical .goods they manufactured. 
{ had letters to the American ambas- 
eador and, desiring to see something 
of Russian society, accepted such invi- 
tations as he secured for me. Society 
in Europe is different from ours in 
America in this—that the sovereign is

I wag for some time a prey to con: 
flicting emotions. Had it not been for 
the personality of the girl and its effect 
upon me I would not for a moment 
have been tempted to meet her with the 
likely result of being drawn into a 
dangerous position. Visions of dun- 
geons, of Siberia, of the scaffold haunt- 
ed me. On the other hand, I could not 
banish ber from my mind, 1 was bor- 
ror stricken that one so young, 0 
beautiful, should be implicated and 
longed to prevent he? going a step‘fur- 
ther and becoming an assassin. | 
cheat of hat working in, the mines 
at Kara or dragged to the scaffold, and 
while doing so 1 considered making 
her acquaintance and using the secret.

Months 
passed, ‘and, having finished my work 
in St. Petersburg, 1 applied..for my 
passport and started for America. At 
the railway station I climbed into a 
compartment of a car, taking a seat 
by the window on the opposite side 
from which I bad entered. There was 
but one other person in the compart- 
ment, and the light was insufficient for 
me to-see bim or her distinctly, for I 
could not make out whether I ‘was 
looking at a man or a woman. A long 
ulster reaching from the chin to the 
ankles concealed the figure, but I 
thought I saw a slight adornment to 
the felt hat indicating that the wear- 
er wag a woman. 

The passenger was looking out of the 
window, apparently watching for some 
one, Presently the* guard shut the 
door, but my fellow traveler did not 
cease to watch. The train was mov- 
ing out of the station when I heard a 
gasp more like that of a woman than 
‘a man, and, looking out, I saw a man 
running to catch the train. The train 
gathered speed, but from my position 
I could not see the man chasing it. 
The passenger put her, head out the 
window, but soon withdrew it and fell 
back on the cushion. 

“Did he catch it?” I asked. 

There was no reply for a few mo- 
ments; then suddenly the other person, 
starting up, threw open tbe ulster and 
revealed the figure of a woman. 

Great heavens! She was the girl 
who had handed me the phial at the 
Winter palace. ; 

: “He is on the footboard.. When the 
train stops he will come to arrest me. 
That means for me the mines. Death 
is far preferable. I am going to die.”

Sacrifice—very great sacrifice—rarely 
comes when we are ip our sober 
senses. It takes us by impulse. Look- 
ing backward, | wonder how I could 
have done what 1 did then, and IL 
shudder. I defied the czar of all the 
Russias. I persuaded the girl to give 
me her ulster and her hat, while IL 
transferred to her my fur overcoat, 
my traveling cap and a steamer rug: 
for a lap robe. With these articles, 
the cap drawn down over her eyes, 
she was well covered and, sitting in a 
far corner, could not be told from a 
man. 1 put on her ulster and her hat 
and when the train stopped was sit- 
ting by the door, while Vera Nicho- 
jaewna sat where I had been, pretend- 
ing to sleep. When the train stopped 
Lknew. a search was being made. and 
presently the door of our compart- 
ment opened,-and an officer of- police 
jooked in. : 

“1 am lost!’ I cried in a falsetto 
voice. ‘ 

The officer wanted no better evi- 
dence that 1 was his quarry. 1 was 
ordered to get"out of the car, the door 
was closed, and my captor told the 
guard tbat the train could go on. 

My object was to deceive the officer 
as to my identity as long as possible, 
and this was not an easy matter, since 
I was a man and he was lovking for a 
woman. I! wrapped my ulster about 
me and kept my hat well down over 
my face. It was night, and this helped 
me. Luckily 1 wore no beard. I was 
taken to the jail of the town in which 
| was captured and locked up. As 
soon as the key was turned on me |

“Thank heaven, she may be saved!” 
The next morning the mistake was 
discovered. 1 was sent to St. Peters- 
burg charged with assisting a political 


prisoner to escape. 1 wrote to the 
American ambassador to help me, but 
had little expectation that my letter 
would be given him. It was not, and 
I languished in a dungeon. : 

1 wrote again to the ambassador, 
but my letter was not permitted to 
reach him. Some unknown person in- 
formed him of my condition, where- 
upon he worked hard for me. He 
would have failed had he not. made 
personal application to the czar. The 
emperor was at the time asking for a 
concession on the part of the United 
States in a matter pending. between 
the two governments, and a bargal 
was finally struck by which the con- 
cession was made on the one side, 
while | was granted a pardon on the 
other. After several months spent in 
captivity | was released, given my 
passport and told ‘to leave Russia by 
the first train, : 

From my parting with Vera Nicho- 
laevna, when | was arrested, till the 
present | have never seen her nor 
heard of her except indirectly. One 
day long after | reached America a 
Russian came to see me and told me 
that for the sacrifice 1 bad made to the 
cause of freedom in Ruasia, if | had 
any favor to ask of him, tt ‘wonld be 
granted so far as porrible, | told bim 
that | desired no recompense except to 
know where Vera Nicholaevna was. 
To this he replied that it was the only 
impeasible favor I conid ask, for Vera 
Nicholaevna was lost to the world; 
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BECKONED TO HUNTERS.

According to Sir Ernest Shackleton 
the finest work in polar exploration 
may be expected from men between 
the ages of 25 and 40. A man does’ 
not attain his full growth until he is 
25, and whatever may be the super- 
iority of youth in the way of spring, 
nerve, and enthusiasm, these do not 
weigh, against the staying. power of 
an older man or the balanced judg- 
ment of one who has experiences be- 
hind him. 

In the Antarctic expedition soon to 
be undertaken by Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton, where there will be so little room 
for mistakes and where the ill-consid- 
ered action of one man may involve 
the lives of all, impulsive youth and 
the man of middle age, whose vitality 
has’ slightly diminished, must alike 
stand aside. Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
who is now 38, was 27 when he first 
undertook polar work, and about 35 
when he made his great march to 
within- 97 -miles of the South Pole. 
Capt. Scott was 33 when he set out 
in 1901. for the Antarctic, and 44 
when he died. Prof. David, who ac- 
companied Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
expecition and led the party to the 
south magnetic pole, was nearly 61. 
Peary was 53 when he discovered the 
North Pole, and Amundsen 40 when 
he discovered the South Pole, 


Royal Visitors’. Books,. 

The books in which royal visitors 
inscribe their names when calling at 
Buckingham Palace, London, have 
been coveted by collectors for years. 
Recently two new books were provid- 
ed at Buckingham, and the old ones 
removed to the safe keeping of the 
Lord Chamberlain’s department. 

The value of these books to auto- 
graph hunters is almost impossible to 
estimate, and some sensation was 
caused about the court a few years 
ago when it was announced that one 
was missing. Foi‘unately a careful 
search revealed its whereabouts. 

The books are bound in crimson 
leather, with an imperial crown 
stamped on the back, and are secur- 
ed with a silver clasp. As a rule, each 
book lasts for about two years, but op 
the occasion of the death of King 
Edward over a hundred pages were 
taken up with signatures of callers. 
One of the books is kept at the am- 
bassadors’ entrance to the palace for 
the use of the liplomatic corps and 
official visitors, and the other is at 
the equerries’ entrance, and is used 
by the gener~!] circle.

Uncle Sam’s Stee! Clad Sentinel, the Is- 
: * fand of Oahu. j 
Oahu today is the gredtest armed 
thilitary camp under the. American 
flag. It is the khai-clad sentinel of the 
Pacific, a lone vidette on an everlast. 
ing picket, day and night, year in and 
year out, guarding the approach to the 
Pacific coast. It is a sentinel that cov~ 
ers a long beat for, with its lightning 
flashes of battleships and cruisers em- 
anating Jovelike from Pearl Harbor, 
designed to be the greatest naval base 
ofthe United States by 1915, and with 
the fringe of steel which is to be 
placed in redoubts all around the 177 
mile coast line, it bars the approach of 

a hostile fleet from the far east. 

It is.a khaki clad sentinel, for the is- 
land of Oahu, known militarily as the 
Hawalian department. of the United 
States army, maintains six military 
posts, of which four are coast defense 
fortresses and the other two are gar-, 
rison posts, in which every branch of 
the.service is represented. 

Oahu Is a vast armed camp, and the 
ground trembles with the tread of in- 
fantry, the rumble of artillery and 
the thud of cavalry hoofs. From 1898, 
when the first garrison of United 
States troops was stationed on the is- 
land with 100-men.on duty, the mill- 
tary establishment has grown to 7,000, 
with 4,000 men yet to be assigned to 
duty this year, No mainland coast line 
has so many coast artillery companies 
massed along the shores ‘as Oahu. No 
area of the size of Oahu contains so 
many army posts or as many armed 
men.—Leslie’s.

Foot rules and yardsticks are ‘so 
common nowadays that not one per- 
son in a thousand ever stops to think 
of their origin. Yet the length of 
these common articles was settled 
upon only after centuries of correc- 
tion and contention, and after. thous-

Thé foot has been: used: in many 
both ancient and modern 
that scientists believe it was meant 
to be the length of the human foot. 
The Greek foot, for instance, wag 
supposed to be the length of the foot 
of the hero Hercules. 
Hercules was a very large man; so 
‘heir unit was measured 12.14 of our 
inches, The Macedonians probably 
took their unit, according to our 
authority, Mr. Fred Telford, whom 
we quote, from. the foot of some 
giant leader, for it was 14.08 inches

tually 23.22 of our inches in length.

The Germans, a few centuries ago,.

feet, A surveyor of the sixteenth 
century prescribed this rule: “Stand 
at the door of a church on a Sunday, 
and bid. sixteen men to stop, tall 
ones and small ones, as they happen 
to pass out when the service is fin- 
ished; then make them put their left 
foot.one behind the other, and the

The foot thus selected, though 
undoubtedly capable of considerable 
variation, was less elastic than . the 
inch of our early ancestors.

The earliest yardstick now in ex- - 


istence was prepared near the end 
of the fifteenth century in the reign 
of Henry VII.

The new British standard of 1588, 
was called the Winchester yard. I 
was made of brass, and remained the 
legal standard until 1826. The bar 
is in existence to-day,. and offers 
ample evidence of the truth of the 
report made by a commissioner wha 
examined it in 1742: “A. kitchen 
poker, filled at both ends, would 
make as good a standard. It has 
been broken, and repaired so clum:

“tapped. Of late years ft is being found 
easier and easier to tap the vast sup- 
plies of oxygen Ja the air.

The rapid improvement of machines 
to take oxygen from-the-air and water 
is responsible forthe attention that is 
being given now to this subject by 
sclentists and tnventors. The modern 
methods of getting oxygen are to.make 
liquid air and then turn the liquid air 
into oxygen and nitrogen or by using 
electricity to turn water into oxygen 
and hydrogen. So mnch hydrogen is 
now being nsed in various industries. 
tu harden -dils that great quantities of 
oxygen are bhelng formed as a byprod- 
uct. At present ‘there is no use for 
most of ‘this oxygen, so it Is wasted. 
This in itself 18 serving to turn atten- 
tion to the ntilization-of oxygeén. 

| °Mr. Soddy has pointed out that even 
at the present price of oxygen made 
in the big liquid air plants it is almost 
economical to burn coal in pure oxy- 
gen, for the burning of coal in air 
means the loss of much heat from the 
unnecessary heating of the nitrogen, 
which goes with the oxygen in the air, 
but does not help the burning. Large 
plants making Hquid air can now pro- 
duce oxygen at a cost of about a third 
of a cent per cubic yard, and the’ proc- 
ess will probably be greatly cheapened 
i) the course of time as it Is devel- 
oped by study and experience, Cheap 
oxygen ts likely to find other nses not 
thought of now, for there are many 
men busy making experiments along 
this line.—Saturday Evening Post.

‘Otto suffered in his childhood from 
the urbalanced temperament of his 
brother, afterward Ludwig 11, in a 
way tbat cannot have strengthened 
his naturally weak mind. Among 
meny incidents the most serious was 
one at Berchtesgaden, tn 1857, when 
Raurdwig was twelve years old. A court 
official came upon the younger boy ly- 
Ing bound und gagged upun the grass. 
while Ludwig was tightly twisting 
with a piece of stick the ends ef the 
povket handkerchief tled around his 
throat. 
; Otto, who was fn a fainting condi- 
tion, was promptly rescuod, though 
Ludwig violently resisted, furiously 
j exclaiming: “This is no business of 
yours; this ts. my vassal, and he has 
eee to resist my will.

first occasion on which the tvtal has 
crossed the $50,000,000 line.

merce, the total imports of diamonds

figures for the nine months ended with 
September, which are 30 per cent in 
excess of the highest, record heretofore 
made. These totals necessarily include 
imitations of precious stones, which 
now form about 2 per cent of the to- 
tal, but were. not separately shown 
prior to' 1912, 

The people of the United States are 


the world’s largest importers of dia-. 


monds for permanent ownership, and 
they, according to a statement by 
George F. Kunz in the “Encyclopedia 


. Americana,” own practically half the 


diamonds of the world. . 'The state- 
ment fn question, published in 1903, 
estimated the value of atl diamonds 
known to extst-in the world at that 
time at $1,000,000,000 and added that 
about $500,000,000 worth. was then 
owned in the Dnited States and that 
“therefore it may safely be said that 
one-half of all the-diamonds known 
are owned in the United States.” The 
importations of diamonds into the 
United States subsequent to that date 
amount to over $200.000,000, making 
the total stock of diamonds in the 
United States at the. present time ap- 
proximately $750,000,000. 


COST OF THE BIG CANAL. 


| The Great Work Played Havoc. With 
the Original Estimate. 

When the Panama canal is complete 

it will have cost Uncle Sam a total of 


| $375,000,000. 


De Lesseps reckoned in 1879 that @ 
tide level canal twenty-ciglt feet deep 
would cost.only $114,000,000 and could 


| be built in seven or eight years, in- 


cluding a ship tunnel through the 


mountains which were supposed to ex- . 


ist, but in 1887 his estimate was $351,- 
000,000 nnd twenty years for a fifteen 
foot lock canal. By the end of 1888 the 
work was scarcely two-fifths done and 
nearly $400,000,000 had been spent, 
wasted aud stolen. The new technical 
committee after the crash estimated 
that the canal could be finished in tern 
years for $100,000,000, 

American estimnates bave also varied. 
The third canal commission in 1900 
thought a canal could be built for 
$142,342,579 — admirable exactitude! — 
apart from the cost of securing the 
land, which would be so great as to be 
prohibitive. The Spooner bill, under 
which the cana]_is belng construe ted, 
appropriated not more than $145,000,- 
000 for the entire work, 

The Panania canal, as vow complet- 
ed, Is of course vastly deeper, wider, 
more commodious aud more substan- 
tial than was ever dreamed of when 
the work was begun. When this en- 
largenent of its plan is considered the 
increase in cost does not seem exces- 
sive, and the financial aspects of the 
eriterprise may be compared favorably 
with its engineering achievemeuts,— 
New York Tribune,

Forcing Rhubarb 

A simple means of forcing rhubard 
that is specially advantageous after 
the crops indoors are more or lesa ex- 
hausted is that of raising cupplies 
outdoors by art‘ficial. means. This 
May be done as soon as the worst of 
the winter is over, and is .. practico 
that should be extremely popular, as 
anyone with a small amount. of 
trouble may achieve. results that are 
very satisfactory. For ‘successional, 
crops, outdoor forcing is much to be 
preferred. The plants. should be 
forced where they are growing, and 
if a warm border is available so 
much the better. : 

Alf that #é8d be done in forcing a 
crop outdoors is to cover the crowny 
of the plants with barrels, tubs, 
‘oxes or any such article which shall 
have’ a movable lid. Large barréls 
should be sawn in two. The top end 
of the barrel should be knocked out, 
and made to suit the purpose of a 
movable lid, this being removed for 
observation and air-giving, also for 
obtaining supplies when ready. These 
utensils should be embodied in stable 
manure and leayes, this material 
providing the necessary warmth t& 
excite the crowns into growth. Whe. 
leaves and stable litter are mixed in 
the proportion of about two of’ the 
former to one of the latter, a gentle 
heat may be provided.
